In offering this first edition of a Catalogue, descriptive of the varieties of 
fruits, &c., which we have for sale, we have the satisfaction of saying that! 
the trees from which most of our buds and grafts were taken, have fruited—| 
affording us specimens by which to judge of their correctness. We make it! 
a point to have a standard specimen tree of every variety which we cultivate, 
and also make it a point to cut all buds and grafts ourselves, and as far as 
possible, to attend personally to the setting of the same. In number of vari- 
eties, we may not offer as large a collection as some others, but we trust the 
collection will be found to embrace nearly every variety worth cultivation. 

Having received a large portion of our varieties from the Messrs. Downing, 
we have adopted their Catalogue and description, so far as it corresponds with 
the varieties we have ready for sale, erasing where we had not, and substi-| 
tuting where we had avariety, named or unnamed in their edition. We 
make therefore, no claim to originality, inthe arrangement of the Catalogue. 

We have, this season, besides trees grown on our own grounds, a large 
quantity that have been grown under the personal inspection of Professor J. 
P. Kirtland, whose character as a correct pomologist, is too well known to 
need the words of any man in justification. 

As soils make great difference in the appearance of trees while young, and 
also as regards their success after being transplanted, we wish it to be under- 
stood that our soil is a sharp, sandy loam, giving to the trees a moderate, 
meas growth, by which the wood is well ripened, while an excess of growth 
'from a too rich soil is liable to leave the wood at the close of the season in an 
immature condition, and consequently more subject to what is termed frost or 
leap blight. 

Gentlemen who are little familiar with the subject, and who will favor us 
with the number of each species of fruit desired, as apples, pears, &c., are as- 
sured that a selection made with the utmost care, and comprising the BEST, 
will be furnished by the proprietors. Persons wishing trees of extra size, 
should always send their ordersin the autumn, as the largest nurseries are 
thinned by a whole season’s sale.
